China is, as Mr Blackwood 
trenchantly pointed — out, 
that she has to look else- 
where for goods which 
Hongkong could supply to 
her now. And the only 
beneficiaries are Russia and 
the satellites. 


FPONGKONG isn’t asking for 

any special trading con- 
cessions. There is no 
suggestion that the entire 
UN strategic controls 
should bo immediately 
lifted, But we are entitled 
to a logical application of 
restrictions, If it is accept- 
able that the Western 
democracies be allowed to 
trade in cortoin commodi- 
ties with Russia and other 
European Communist coun- 
tries, then they should be 
permitted to do so with 
China.

New York, Mar. 13. - 


Premier Gamal Abdel Nasser of Egypt tonigh 
ruled out Russia or Communism as the “immediate 
danger” in the Middle East. 

He said “the immediate danger is Western 
domination—Western colonialism” and the “sort 
of a menace” from Israel. 


The Eyyptinn Jeader mode 
these points In a television 
interview with Columbia Brond- 
casting System's reporter Ed- 
ward R, Murrow. The Inter- 
view, Oimed in Cairo, wus
